The foundation ot his present for- 
tune, Which rune into millions, was 
the purchase of the Hinsdale ranch, 
which afterwards became a beautiful 
Chicago stiburb. “All I Was able to 
put up was $100, but that was suffici- 
ent,” he declared. In 1886 he pur- 
chased 7000 acres at San Diego and 
was laughed at by men who a few 
years later paid him many times the 
Purchase price of the entire ranch 
fof merely a few acres.

the Interior has sent to the President 
with recommendation for its approval 
Senate Bill No. 4943, authorizing the 
Secretary of the Interior to secure for 
the United States ‘title to patented 
lands in the Yosemite National Park. 

It was not found practicable to car- 
ry into effect provisions of the act of 
April 9, 1912, because there are not 
sufficient suitable government lands 
within the park on which to base an 
exchange and it was deemed advisabie 
to ask authority from Congress to ex-

FOR FOREIGNERS’ SAFETY. 


Rebels at Tampico Agree to Safe- 
guard the Rights of Citizens of Oth- 
er Nations.

CHTHUAHUA (Mex.) April 18.— 
Plans for the safety of foreigners and 
foreign property in Tampico were 
agreec upon yesterday by the com- 
manders of German, British and 
American vessels at Tampico in con- 
ference with Gen. Luis Caballero, chief 
of the rebel forces operating against 
that port.

| Publication today of what purport- 
ed to de the text of the treaty created 
much criticism of the convention. 
Secretary Bryan would not discuss the 
published text, and will withhold the 
official text until the original copies 
arrive from Bogota, about May 1. It 
Will then. be sent to the Senate for 
ratification. . 

Senator Perkins of California voiced 
vigorous criticism, expressing the be- 
lief the Senate would not ratify it. 

“I do not believe,” Mr. Perkins 
said, “that the Senate will ever agree 
to ratify this treaty, which makes the 
United States apologize to Colombia, 
provides for the payment of $25,000,- 
000 and for free passage of Colom- 
bilan war vessels through the Pana- 
ma Canal. Colombia should apolo- 
gize to the United States, and to pay 
Colombia $25,000,000 is just $25,000,- 
000 too much.” 

Senator Simmons of North Carolina 
defends the treaty, and maintained 
before the Senate Canals Committee 
that its main provisions were sub- 
stantially the same as contained in 
the treaty negotiated wita Colombia

Mr. Simmons sought to introduce 
into the record of the Panama Ca- 
nal tolls exemption hearing corre- 
spondence between (reat Britain and 
the United States to grant tolls ex- 
emption to Colombian warships pre- 
posed in a treaty pending in 1909 
which dealt with Colombia's rights in 
the canal.

Congressmen Collect Coin as 
Perquisites. 


A Half-Million Dollars as 
Legal Graft. 


Goes for Clerk Hire and 
Extra Mileage. | 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 7.— (Special 
to Philadelphia Record:}] While party 
leaders are Alling pages of the Con- 
gressional Record with economy ap- 
peais for home consumption, Congress 
is expending more than $600,000 an- 
nually in legalized graft perquisites of 
the membership. Part of this is care- 
fully hidden away in lump sum ap- 
propriations, and part is not easily 
separated from necessary expendi- 
tures. 

The most easily traced of these 
abuses are four in number, and the 
“legitimate” graft hung on them 
mounts up into — ling thou- 
sands of dollars in the House of Rep- 
resentatives alone. Persistent efforts, 
though weak, to reform these prac- 
tices have proven futile. These four 
are: 

The mileage privilege, which, — 
der the old apportionment, last 
amounted to $169,500, paid mem — 
ot the House and Senate above what 
these same members allow others for 
similar expenses. 

The clerk- hire“ privilege, by which 
each member is paid $1500 a year for 
clerk hire, mitted to draw the 
money himself and pocket the differ- 
ence between what he pays a clerk 
and stenographer and the amount he 
receives.

TEAM PLANT

RIVERSIDE, April 18.—Because 
of the unique place’ occupied by the 
municipal lighting and power plant 
of this city, private power corpo- 
rations, no less than cities where mu- 
nicipal ownership prevails, will be 
keenly interested in the recommenda- 
tion of Joseph H. Cox, general man- 
ager of Public Utilities, that the city 
dispose of its present steam plant. 

The matter has yet to have the con- 
sideration of the Board of Public 
Utilities to which body the recom- 
mendation has been submitted. 

As a matter of fact, the steam 
plant, which was installed in 1900, 
has been maintained of late for use 
in cases of emergency only owing 
to the favorable contracts the city 
has been able to secure from private 
companies for electrical energy. Con- 
tracts are now in force with 
Southern California Edison Company 
and the Southern Sierras Power 
Company, and these will not expire 
until 1917. Renewal privileges as- 
sure the city of a reasonable power 
rate for many years to come; hence 
the recommendation for the abolish 
ing of the steam plant. 

SOURCES OF POWER.

LONDON, March 
crooks now give London a wide 
berth. Supt. William McCarthy of 
the criminal investigation department 
of Scotland Yard states that only on 
rare occasions does his department 
have to handle a case in which an 


American crook plays a part. When 
Frank Forest, McCarthy’s predecessor 
at the head of the criminal investiga- 
tion department, was serving his ap- 
prenticeship as a detective inspector, 
American crooks were so numerous 
that he was sent several times to 
America to study their ts on their 
native heath. 

At present, however, London is suf- 
fering from an invasion of crooks 
from the colonies. Most of these 
come from Australia and South Af- 
rica, and they are of the type which 
resort to violence without hesitation. 
Many of them thrive by blackmailing 
wealthy colonials, who have taken up 
their residence in London.

HEADS TROOPS IN IRELAND. 


Gen. Sir Arthur Paget, who com- 
mands the troops in Ireland, at a din- 
ner given him at the Corinthian Club, 
Dublin, told his audience what the ex- 
act feeling was in the army over the 
Ulster question. He had been assured, 
he said, t there was no intention 
on the part of the government to make 
use of troops in Ireland except “to 
maintain law ahd order.” Speaking 
of Irish troops and the Ulster Volun- 
teers, which are being organized to 
resist home rule, the general said: 

“It is not thinkable, it is not pos- 
sible for me to contemplate ever being 
asked to concentrate my men and to 
move against the forces in the north 
of Ireland. 

“At the same time you must re- 
member that in our lives we soldiers 
often have to do things that we do 
not like. When we have to deal with 

les of men who understand 
the meaning of the word discipline it 
means that, however distasteful it may 
be to them, they will carry out any 
orders given to them by the King. 

“And it may be— od forbid it 
should be—my lot to be ordered to 
the north. I should regret it. I have 
no doubt that many officers would 
regret it, but, if the order comes, that 
order must be obeyed.” 

This speech is taken as the reply 
of the official heads of the army to 
those who have suggested that many 
officers would refuse to obey orders 
to put down revolution in Ulster.

Starts New Campaign. 


Maj.-Gen. Keim Says He 
Fears Attack by France. 


Witte Explains the Refusal to 
Join with Russia,

BERLIN, April 5.—Maj.-Gen. Keim, 
president of the German Army 
League, has started an agitation for 
another billion marks ($250,000,000) 


for army purposes, without which, he 
declares, the safety of the country 
against the expected French and Rus- 
sian attack cannot be guaranteed. 
This demand is in addition to the 
measure passed only last year, voting 
an extraordinary war tax of $250,- 
000,000, the first installment of which 
has yet to be collected. 

Speaking before the branch of the 
army league at Essen, incidentally 
the seat of the Krupp works, Gen. 
Keim made a bitter attack on Count 
von Hertling, Premier of Bavaria, who 
declared recently that the burden of 
armament taxation had reached its 
limit and that no further war taxes 
must be demanded for years to come. 
Gen. Keim, who referred to the 
Premier as “that man,” declared Von 
Hertling needed to study political 
economy to learn that Germany, 
whose resources were greater than 
those of France, could afford to make 
as liberal sacrifices. He characterized 
Von Hertling’s remarks as unconstitu- 
tional and impertinent, and said they 
would have evoked immediate protest 
from Berlin in the days of Bismark. 

“The truth is,” continued Gen. 
Keim, “that we are not as strong as 
our possible opponents. We must 
make ourselves much stronger than 
we are. Only when we are strongly 
entrenched can we rob our enemies 
of the courage to attack us from east 
and west and crush us as in a vise. 
Is it not better for us to offer up an- 
other billion and insure ? Oth- 
erwise, if we do nothing to strengthen 
our military power in the approaching 
war we shall see our wives and daugh- 


Turkos (French African troops;) 
France will take from us Alasce-Lor- 
raine; Russia; East and West Prus- 
sia, and we shall have to pay an 
eventual war tribute of at least thirty 
billions.” 

This speech, with the recent article 
by Gen. Von Bernhardi of the same 
faction, pointing out alleged grave 
deficiencies in the country’s military 
forces, leaves no doubt that the Army 
League, which by its agitation paved 
the way for last year’s armanent 
measures, is planning a new cam- 
paign. It offers some explanation for 
the recent article in the Cologne Ga- 
nette, whose St. Petersburg corre- 
spondent declared unreservedly that 
Russia was preparing to attack Ger- 
many in 1817—a declaration which 
caused considerable embarrassment to 
German and Russian diplomacy, 


mutual denials of any provocative in- 
tent. 


GERMANY’S REFUSAL. 

The refusal of Germany in 1905 to 
enter into an alliance with France 
and Russia was due to a feeling that 
such an alliance would be “a dis- 
courtesy to England and to our Eng- 
lish cousins,” according to Count 
Witte of Russia, who will be remem- 
bered in the United States for the 
prominent part he played in nego- 
tiating the treaty of Portsmouth. 

At the time of the proposed alliance 
of Germany with France and Russia, 
he says, according to the Taegliche 
Rundschau, King Edward VII of Eng- 
land was suing desperately for the 
friendship of Russia, but Russia pre- 
ferred Germany as a third member of 
the plenned alliance. Count Witte re- 
ceived at Paris an invitation from 
King Edward to call on him. He 
learned that the King’s purpose was 


with Russia, and declined the invita- 
tion. The next day he proceeded to 
hominten.

Some years earlier 
I had laid before His Majesty a well- 
worked-out plan of this nature during 
his visit in St. Petersburg, based up- 
on the standpoint that only a firm 
alliance between Russia, Germany and 
France, not directed against England, 
or, at least, only in an extreme case, 
could make certain the peace of Ru- 
rope for a considerable period. I 
realized perfectly well that the Fran- 
co-English Morocco treaty of 1904 was 
the first step in the isolation of Ger- 
many which Edward VII so greatly 
desired. I was also as well acquainted 
with the proposals of alliances which 
the British King had caused to be 
made to us in 1905, and with the cor- 
respondence in the same matter be- 
tween Lord Lansdowne and the Brit- 
ish Ambassador at St. Petersburg, Sir 
Charles Hardinge. 

“Nevertheless, I returned to St. 
Petersbufg not without hopes for my 
plan, and I cherished these hopes un- 
tll the play behind the scenes at 
Algeciras in 1906 put an end to them.” 
This “play behind the scenes,” 
joined with Germany's unwillingness 
to offend Great Britain, is alleged to 
have driven Russia into Great Brit- 
ain’s arms in 1907, after iJsvoiski, a 
Germanophobe, had become Russia's 
Minister of Foreign Affairs.

The present position of affairs was ad- 
mirably summed up the other day by 
Summer H. Doulton, an American 
counsellor-at-law, now in London. He 
remarked: 

“Some people believe that the Brit- 
ish government's attitude is attrib- 
utable te an agreement with Ger- 
meny. Be this as it may, there is now 
every indication that the tide is turn- 
ing across the German Sea, and it 
seems safe to predict that Germany 
will participate, possibly at the last 
moment. How will England look 
then, when the Germans will be mak- 
ing a brave show, and who will esti- 
mate the irreparable loss to British 
prestige, should England be conspic- 
uous only by her absence? 

“On the other hand, contrary to 
expectations, should Germany not 
come in, after all, the British gain in 
being present is obvious. Whoever 
takes part, Great Britain must par- 
ticipate, unless she, now this unique 
opportunity is offered, wants to 
hopelessiy outclassed in the ever- 
keener struggle for commercial su- 


premacy. 

“Other considerations, far-reaching 
in their potentialities, should urge 
Englishmen to accept the cordial in- 
vitatioh from across the Atlantic. 
Uncle Sam has grown to be a big boy 
and doesn’t relish being snubbed by 
anyone, not even his cousins in dear 
old England. 

“If England stays sulkily away in 
1915 this slight will cause a deep 
feeling of resentment in widespread 
circles throughout the United States, 
with the deplorable result that public 
opinion, that all-powerful factor in 
American life, will be soured, and 
all the good work that has been done 
in the past years by those who are 
honestly intent on establishing per- 
manent cordial understanding de- 
tween the great English-speaking peo- 
ples will be largely frustrated. 

“Public opinion, again, is reflected 
in the official attitude of the Ameri- 
can government, and sways the ac- 
tions of political leaders and law- 
makers. As, unfortunately, the exist- 
ence in certain quarters of strong anti- 
English sentiment cannot be denied, 
it would clearly be carrying grist to 
the mills of these disaffected elements 
if England now fails to grasp the 
hand of good fellowship reached out 
by the American nation as a whole. 

“There will be further American 
tariff revisions,” added Mr. Doulton, 
“and there will have to be made many 
more treaties, both commercial and 
political. That they may be mutually 
advantageous, let England pave the 
way now, when à critical moment is 
at hand.” 7

LONDON’S GIGANTIC MAP. 


Will Show the Ownership of Every 

Parcel of Land in the Metropolis 

and Be Issued in Sections. 

[London Standard:] What 16 really 
a doomsday book of London is now 
in course of preparation. The huge 
task of compiling such a record of 
a town of the immensity of the me- 
tropolis, which has an area of 115 
square miles, was commenced by the 
London County Council, fifteen years 
ago, and, though the undertaking is 
approaching completion, it is doubt- 
ful whether it will ever be adequate- 
ly finished, because there are bits of 
land which nobody owns, and which 
therefore cannot be properly mapped. 
Already the Council has spent £15,000 
on the work, which will in time be a 
full record of every house and owner 
thereof within the administrative 
county. 

The record is taking the form of a 
gigantic map, and naturally is being 
made in sections. The scale is five 
feet per mile, so that the necessity 
for sectional construction will at once 
be recognized. 

The new map will show at a glance 
the owners of every bit of London, 30 
far, of course, as owners are ready to 
acknowledge their ownership. London 
is divided up into over 38,000 differ- 
ent esta and 14,000 people own 
their own houses and have to be 
Placed on the map. es take 
place frequently, and so the map wil! 
be kept up to date week by week. 

This gigantic map of London will 
not be published as are ordinary 
maps. In the first place, it would be 
too costly a production to ‘secure 
many purchasers. Nevertheless, it 
will be issued in sections for the ben- 
efit of the twenty-eight borough coun- 
ils, who will thus have a complete 
record of the districts over which 
they have jurisdictivn. 


‘THE ONE SEAM BLOUSE. 


[ Washington Herald:] The one seam 
blouse, a novelty that has no under 
arm seam, is very new and correct, 
as it has the new sleeve that shapes 
down imperceptibly from the bloused 
body of the waist to a sleeve that 
clings tightly around the wrist. An- 
other new waist shape, opening some- 
times in the back, sometimes in front, 
has the slanting yoke. This, starting

fulled lightly into it, and the blouse 
itself is cut out enough at the neck to 
allow for a little vest.

SPAIN HAS’ VARIETY THAT MAY 
THRIVE IN THIS STATE.

Picked Green and Hung in Nets 

from Ceilings or Doorways and 

Exposed to Air Until Fully Rip- 

ened—Great Profits Accrue from 

Raising “Valencias.” 

Spain has long exported melons to 
the United Kingdom and to many 
points of continental Europe. In 
some districts the industry is one of 
considerable importance. The Span- 
ish melon crop for 1910—the latest 
date for which statistics are avail- 
able—according to figures furnished 
by the Spanish agronomical en- 
gineers, amounted to between 5600,- 
000,000 and 600,000,000 pounds, 
about half the weight of our Cali- 
fornia orange crop. 

Of these melons the province ot 
Valencia in 1910 produced between 


80,000,000 and 906,000,000 pounds, 
the product of this province being 
considered the best in Spain. . 

Among the finest of the Varieties 
grown there is the Valencia, which 


| matures late jn the fall and will keep 


in good condition for three or four 
months after it is picked, and is fre- 
quently to be found on the markets 
throu ut Spain as late as Febru- 
ary. it is believed that this melon 
would be successfully raised in South- 
California. 

Valencia meloh its usually 
planted about June, the seeds being 
first sprouted and then set in hills, 
three or four to the hill, the ground 
being perfectly level and with irriga- 
tien furrows four and one-half to 
six feet apart. It does best on rich 
turfy loam, somewhat heavy, with 
— of well-rotted manure mixed 
n. 

The average crop amounts to be- 
tween 600 and 700 dozen melons to 
the acre, which in Spain wholesale at 
about 36 cents a dozen; bringing 
gross returns of between $200 and 
$250 an acre, the cost of cultivation 
being estimated as $150. | 

This winter melon is no: as a rule 
ripened on the vines, being. picked 
when green and hung in nets from 
the ceiling or doorways and exposed 
to the air until fully ripened. 

number of varieties of melons 
in the Spanish province of 
Valencia are frequently stored for a 
long time, and kept in good condi- 
tion, by packing away, in barrels or 
boxes filled: with sand, or still better, 
im a mixture of coal dust and saw- 
dust, care being taken to _ shelter 
against light, moisture, heat and 
frost. On the Spanish Mediter- 
ranean coast melons are kept through 


the entire winter by tying them with 
| esparto grass or strings to 


the ceil- 
ing of a dark room. 
e melon industry in such dis- 
tricts as the San Fernando Valley— 
that of the Imperial and Coachella 
valleys being essentially devoted to 
the production of early melons and 
cantaloupes—is one of growing im- 
portance; climatic and soil conditions 
are there pre-eminently adapted for 
the growth of fine crops. 

While there are varieties of winter 
melons now on the market the sup- 
ply is yet Wmited and the production 
of a winter melon of fine flavor and 
good carrying qualities has much to 
recommend it. This late Spanish va- 
Tiety undoubtedly offers much prom- 
ise for trial in Southern California, 

An industry of considerable value 
and importance can undoubtedly be 
built up in the production of winter 
melons, which ‘althou they can 
never become a popular“ item Un 
the menu, nevertheless would have 
a large market once in regular sup- 
ply on the larger eastern markets.

Historical Parade Depicts 
Days of the Aztets, 


The G.A.R. in Arizona Is 
Said to Be Increasing. 


Six-Story Business Block in 
Process of Erection. 


PHOENIX (Aris) April 17.—Yes- 
terday was the day of the Phoenix 
Sun Fete, an annual holiday celebrat- 
ed under the auspices of the Phoenix 
Board of Trade and at first designed 
to be a feature of the Admission day 
festivities. The principal item of yes- 
terday’s programme was the parade, 
which was almost entirely historical 
in character, through the Aztec, Span- 


floats that bore Aztec, the stalwart In- 
dian ruler for the day, Montezuma, 
with a guard of Spaniards in armor, 
a representation of the Aztec sacri- 
ficial stone, with a victim ready for 
the obsidian knife ot the high priest, 
and a reproduction of the famous 
Tumacacori mission, with a hundred 
black-robed friars attending, all mem- 
bers of the Knights of Columbus. 

The Indian floats were beautiful 
and realistic, provided by the local 
Indian school, showing real Indians of 
various tribes engaged in their native 
craft work, beside representations of 
their homes, including the pueblo mud 
house of the Hopi, phe brush jacal of 
the Pima and the röugh hogan of the 
Navajo. Then came a float showing 
what the Indian of today is doing in 
the white man’s industries and then 
two noble battalions of well-drilled 
and neatly clothed Indian boys and 
girls, all marching in well-ordered 
ranks, under command of the school's 
disciplinarian, Maj. E. P. Grinstead. 
Mexico Was represented by a hundred 
zarape-clad members of Spanish- 
American societies and there were 
cowboys, old prairie schooners, over- 
land stages and burro-punching pros- 
pectors.

AKES CHILDREN; 
LANDS IN JAIL. 


CELL AT END OF LONG HUNT FOR 
LOST FAMILY. 


Jeweler Who Says His Wife Left 
Him for Greek Walter Starts 
Away With Two Daughters— Ar- 
rested on Woman's Complaint for 
Carrying Concealed Weapons. 


All his cell mates agree that WII- 
liam T. Webb, under arrest for hav- 
ing carried concealed weapons, hao 
more woes than any other person be- 
hind the bars. 

After having been happily married 
for twenty-two years, with three 
children, a home, and old age im- 
mediately in the foreground, Webb's 
wife, he alleges, ran away with J. H. 
Pappas, a Greek waiter, in San Fran- 
cisco, and later took her three chil- 
dren. That was four years ago. After 


a constant search, during that time, 
Webb located his family here yester- 
day under the name of J. H. Earn- 
est, and immediately took possession 
of two daughters. His son was away 
from home. He was tralled by his 
former wife, who had him arrested 
on the charge of having carried con- 
cealed weapons. 

Pappas came into the Webb home 
as a boarder, while he was employed 
as a waiter in a restaurant. Webb 
and his wife were born on adjoining 
plantations in Kentucky, lived there 
until maturity, were married there, 
having been sweethe.'ts of school- 
days, and finally came San Fran- 
cisco, where Webb — lucrative 
employment as a jeweler. 

Then came the alleged flight of 
hie wife. 

Immediately Webb began searching 
for the children. Tetters were re- 
ceived from them. marked General 
Delivery, New Vork“ and other 
baffling addresses. He could secure 
no inkling of their real location 
through their letters which were 
sent from one postoffice to another to 
the father's confusion. 

He received direct information that 
the family was in Los Angeles. To 
locate them he went to the County 
Recorder's office to find out where 
they lived, as he know his wife would 
own the property. He could find no 
property listed under the tame of 
Pappas. 

Then he learned that the family 
was known as Earnest, Immediately 
he traced them to No. 5032 First 
avenue. Yesterday he went to the 
residence and found the children. He 
took them to the downtown district, 
intending to go to the beach, and was 
arrested while in an ice cream/ parlor 
with the children. .

Enthusiasm in Meeting of 
Southern Republicans. 


Duty Is Plain to Rid State of 
Hiram Johnson. 


Prendergast Coming to Tall 
for Fealty to Party. 


An enthusiastic meeting of the 
members of the Republican State Cen- 
tral Committee of the counties south 
of ghe Tehachepi was held yesterday 
at the Southern California thead- 
quarters of the State Committee in 
the Coulter building.

try of wine making. 

“The grape growers of this State, 
whom I represent, believe intrue tem- 
perance, in strict regulation, in mak- 
ing those who conduct saloons or sell 
Sealed packages live up to the letter 
of the law in every respect. But we 
dg not believe that it is necessary to 
adopt 4 State-wide prohibition con- 
stitutional amendment that will st:

WASHINGTON (D. C.) April 14.— 


Los Angeles county and the whole of 
Southern Oalifornia could do in the 
way of creating new and profitable 
markets is a report just received by 
the Bureau of Foreign and Domestic 
Commerce telling of the profitable 
flower industry on the French and 
Italian Riviera. From a statement is- 
sued by M. Aussel, secretary of the 
French Floral Industry League, it 
would appear that the value of the 
flowers annually dispatched from the 
Riviera is no less than $12,000,000. 
This vast industry flourishes between 
November and May. The Department 
of Commerce is of the opinion that the 
cut-flower industry of the United

Why, for example, could not the 
flower growers of Southern California 
find markets in winter in northern 
sections of the United States and in 
Canada? “In the domestic field the 
new parcel post convenience affords 
opportunity for a great expansion in 
the interstate trade in cut flowers,” 
observes the department. “Very little 
has been done as yet in shipping open- 
‘culture-grown flowers from the South 
to northern cities. Some few  tube- 
roses, gardenias or cape jasmine and 
violets have been thus shipped, but the 
total traffic is yet small.“ 

MILLIONS IN IT. 

As showing the enormous extent of 
the trade in cut flowers done between 
Southern and Northern Europe, it is 
pointed out that the average num- 
ber of boxes of flowers dispatched 
from the various French Riveria sta- 
tions between November and May in 
each year is 2,000,000. As. the aver- 
age value of each box is 16 francs, or 
$3.09, the total commercial value of 
the flowers sold from the French 
Riveria every year is $6,200,000. From 
the Italian side no fewer than 1,000,- 
000 boxes were dispatched in 1913, 
the commercial value of which was 
$5,800,000. 

Dealing more particularly with the 
French trade, M. Aussel says that 
apart from roses, carnations and vior 
lets sent away, flowers to the value of 
$1,550,000 are utilized annually by the 
local perfumery and preserved-sweet 
factories. The average annual net 
profits made out of the French floral 
trade on the Riviera by the actual 

owers is $2,725,000, but most of the 

iviera flower growers likewise raise 
early vegetables and fruit and the 
profit from trade in the latter is esti- 


so that the average annual total 
profits of the growers are put at 
$3,893,000.

ris is the bi, st customer for 
Riviera flowers, with Berlin and 
London ranking very close to it. 
Formerly Vienna and other Austrian 
cities were good customers of the 
French Riviera, but Austria now 
takes all her winter flowers from the 


the Italian flower trade is giving the 
French growers some concern. Nev- 
ertheless the French Riviera is a 
rival of the Italian Riviera even in 
Italy itself. The French growers. ex- 
port to Rome and Milan a consider- 
able number of boxes of flowers be- 
cause certain special varieties are 


produced by them which are not 
bergen in Italy. 
Russia is another good customer 


of the Riviera flower growers, despite 
the great distance which the cut 
flowers have to be sent. The report 
says: 

PACK FLOWERS IN WOOL 


“Owing to a more effective s- 
tem of packing in wool, the French 
Riviera flower trade with Russia is 
annually increasing, notwithstanding 
the fact that it takes eighty~-seven 
hours for a box of Riviera flowers to 
reach St. Petersburg. Only the most 
beautiful and most expensive blooms 
are sent to Russia. t takes forty- 
eight hours for a box of Nice flowers 
to reach London or Berlin and twen- 
ty-one hours to reach Paris. 

“Sometimes the winter is too mild, 
even for the Riviera, and a sudden 
rise in temperature causes a glut in 
production for which there is no out- 
let. This means a fall in market 
value and loss of profit, the growers 
being obliged to sell their surplus 
production to the perfumery factories 
at any prices. Then, again, the win- 
ter flower trade is too centralized, 
Paris; London and Berlin being the 
three principal centers. Eftérts are 
now being made to prevent conges- 
tion by opening up new markets in 
France, England and Germany. 

“Another drawback is the great 
difficulty of keeping the flowers fresh 
during railroad transport in mild 
weather. Often during mild winters 
the flowers, despite all precautions in 
packing, arrive at their destination in 
a faded condition and are therefore 
unsalable. The loss from this cause 
is very considerable. 

FLORAL COLD STORAGE.: 

“With a view to obviating this loss 
it is proposed to adopt a system of 
cold storage. In the course of various 
trials it was found that if flowers, im- 
mediately on being cut, were placed 
in cold storage from twenty-four to 
forty-eight hours, they afterward pre- 
served their freshness much better, 
even after a long railroad journey in 
mild weather. Another advantage of 
cold storage was that the growers 
were enabled in periods of glut to 
keep out flowers for two or three days 
before dispatching them. 

“With a view to developing the cold- 
storage principle the Paris, Lyons and 
Mediterranean Rallroad was asked by 
the various commercial syndicates in- 
terested in the flower trade, to place 
a cold-storage train daily at the dis- 
posal of the growers instead of the 
special daily flower train that now 
exista. 

The railroad compan? replied that 
it would have to raise its tariff, and 
that a five-kilo (eleven-pound) parcel 
of flowers, which now, under the par- 
cel post rates, is carried from Nice 
to Paris for 16 cents, would, if car- 
ried by cold-storage vans, cost 25 
cents. The growers cannot afford to 
pay such a tariff, but have offered 
to take a certain number of cold-stor- 
age vans daily from the company with 
a minimum guarantee of $78 per van 
from Nice to Paris. The railroad com- 
pany has agreed to make a trial 
on this basis.” 

In view of these facts it would 
appear that Southern California flower 
growers might make a successful ef- 
fort to cultivate new markets in the 
winter as far east as Chicago and 
Kansas City, and north to Minneapolis,
